IF EPHRAIM BE JOINED TO HIS 
IDOLS, LET HIM ALONE. 


In order to ascertain if our impres- 
sion was correct, that the Statesville 
American was about to depart from its 
political faith, we wrote an editorial on 
the subject of “UnpDER Warcu Kine, 
BENZONIAN,” asking if it could be true 
that the American had decided to take 
the fatal leap into the dark flood of 
Radicalism. We remembered the for- 
mer faithful services of that paper to 
our party. We remembered how ably 


and efficiently it fought against

The Constitution of North Carolina 
declares that tle Attorney General shall 
be ez officio the legal adviser of the Ex- 
ecutive Department.

istration of his office, any doubtful legal 
question arises and needs solution, to 
call to his assistance his Constitution- 
al adviser, and to submit such 
question to his consideration. He is 
supposed to be a man learned in the 
law, and his opinion upon matters sub- 
mitted to him, should always constitute 
the rule by which the Governor should 
guide his action. 

Recently, the Governor, interpreting 
the decision of the Supreme Court in 
the case of Clark os. Stanly to suit his 
own ideas of Radical necessities, and 
professing to discover therein an exten 
sive grant of Executive power, has seen 
fit to declare the various Boards in 
charge of the Asylums and the Peniten- 
tiary invalid and unlawful—an1 this 
wonderful judicial lumimary, revolving 
in the orbit of the Gubernatorial Chair, 
has appointed certain ‘ Commissioners” 
to take charge of these State Institu- 
tions and administer their affairs. The au- 
ditor of the State, at the instance of the 
Governor, has audited the requisition of 
these “Commissioners” of the Governor 
for large sums of money, and the Tieas- 
urer has paid the same, notwithstanding 
they are not in possession of the Institu- 
tions and exercise no control over 
them. | | 

The regular Boards appointed and 
acting underan Actof Assembly, which 
have been in possession for more than 
twelve months, are unable to obtain a 
cent of the appropriations made by law 
for the support of the Institutions com- 
/mitted to their charge, owing to this 
high-handed and outrageous usurpation 
of the Goveraor. 

This is a serious matter, affecting the 
interests of the people of the whole 
State, and a matter in which the Goy- 
ernor should have acted considerately, 


j advisedly,and not without the sanction of 


the Attorney General, his legal adviser. 

The. present Attorney General is a 
gentleman of unblemished reputation, 
of high rank in the legal profession, of 
large judicial experience. He is always 
ready to perform his constitutional ob 
ligations and to advise and counsel his 
Excellency. But our Goyernor, our 
semi-gubernatorial Judge, ignores en 
tirely the existence of the Attorney Gen- 
eral, disdains and spurns that provision 
of the Constitution which creates the 
office and defines its’ duties.

A New Presidential Party—lIts Plate 
form. 
There is to be another Convention of 
the elements opposed to the re clection 
This Convention 
is to be held in Parkersburg, West Vir- 
ginia, on the 18th of April, its purpose 
being to nominate candidates tor Presi- 
dent and Vice President, and to put its 
nominees on an equal fooiing with 
Judge Davis before the Cincinnati Con- 
vention. The movement is understood 
to be in the interest of Judge Chase, 
and it is said that many recalcitrant 
Republicans,especially among the friends 
of Senator Trumbull, are in it as a 
means of sucering the nomination of 
the latter and the withdrawal of all 
other candidates. A declaration of 
principles has been agreed upon, and 
these are embodied in the call for what 
its originators are pleased to term “A 
Democratic--Republican Convention, It 
is as follows: : 
We, the undersigned, Liberal Repub- 
licans and Liberal Democrats, do res- 
pectfully call upon all persons, irrespec- 
tive of party, who accept the following 
declaratian of principles, and who 
desire State and National reform and 
reunion, to meet.in Convention at Park- 
ersburg, West Virginia, on the 18th of 
April, 1872, for the purpose of nomina- 
ting candidates for President and Vice 
President: 
‘irst—That the American Union isa 
nnion of States, and this union is per- 
petual, and that the States and people 
thus united are one sovereign and inde- 
pendent nation. 
Second-—T hat the general government 
is,as it ought to be, a government of 
limited powers ; that these powers are 
prescribed and enumerated in the con- 
stitution of the United States; that 
they are granted by the people to the 
government not for the purpose of con- 
terring general, indefinite, unlimited 
rights of legislation, but for the pur- 
pose of accomplishing certain well- 
defined and specified objects ; that all 
rights of legislation not so conferred are 
reserved to the States or the people 
thereof: that while the central govern. 
ment is not the agent of a confederacy 
or a mere league of States, but a_ gov- 
ernment proper, founded upoa_ the 
adoption of the people and creating 
direct relations between it and all the 
citizens, it is still less a supreme, un- 
limited, imperal, consolidated govern- 
ment, the most dangerous form that 
it could possibly assume; that while 
the central government hasits distinct 
and recognized spheres of action and, 
that it is to the last degree impo rtant 
to the harmonious co-operation of both, 
to the preservation of local indepen- 
dence, thie universal diffusion of politi 
cal vitality, to the prevention of milita- 
ry despotism, to the security cf in- 
dividual rights and the perpetuity of 
our institutions, that these separate 
spheres of action should for ever be 
kept distinct and inviolable. 
Third—VYbat the three cepartments 
of the general government— Legislative, 
Executive and Judicial--are co-ordi- 
nate in their powers, and the indepen- 
dence of each should be sacredly main- 
tained and upheld. 
Fourth—That the thirteenth, four- 
teenth and fifteenth amendments having 
been promulgated by all departments of 
the government, and having been ac- 
cepted by the people, are parts of the 
constitution of the United States, and 
are to be respected and obeyed as 
such. 
Fifth—That justice and sound policy 
forbid the general govenment to foster 
one branch of industry to the detri- 
ment of any other; that free trade 
being just and right as a principle we 
maintain that our tariff laws shou!d be 
modified asto approach asnear this 
principle as possible, and, therefore, 
that duties be levied for revenue only. 
Siath—That sound financial policy, 
less than a true interpretation of 
the constitution in regard to its finan- 
cial provisions, demand a return to 
specie payments at the earlicst practical 
moment, and the restoration of gold 
and silyer as the only legal {tender in 
the payment of all debts, both public 
and private. 
Seventh—That as every American 
citizen should be entitled to the enjoy- 
ment of all his rights under the consti-

Eleventt—That labor is the true 
source of all wealth, and the men of 
labor are not only the rea! authors of the 
muterial well-being, but the best defen- 
ders of the honor and interests of the 
country. It is, therefore, not less the 
dictate of wise policy than of sound 
principles that the rights of labor be 
fully maintained and every possible 
opportunity for individual improvement, 
secured by just laws to the workingmen 
of the country. 

Twelfth—That honor and duty alike 


| require the honest payment of the pub- 


lic debt and the faithful performance of 
all public obiigations; but we do not 
admit that creditors more than other 
men are entitled to special favor in the 
interpretation of the laws by which 
their rightsand the public duties are 
determined.

RICK’S, AT THE YARBOROUGH, 
MONDAY EVENING, MARCE171TH 
—TOASTS AND RESPONSES—A 
GRAND GALA EVENING. 


(BY OUR SPECIAL REPORTER.) 


About 8 e’clock Monday evening the 
stirring strains of music were heard in 


front of the Yarborough Hotel, and 
thence the brass band proceeded to pa- 
rade the principal streets of the capital. 
At the same time hundreds of gentlemen 
were aking their way to the hotel, and 
before the hour eppvinted, mine host 
Blacknall was literally besieged by an 
assembiage rarely seen in Raleigh.

Case of the United States Against 
Avery Before the Supreme Court. 
WASHINGTON, March 19. 


The case of Avery and others, indict- 
ed under the enforcement «ct, for the 
killing of one Jim Williams, while at- 
tempting to prevent colored people 
from voting in South Carolina, now 
came up before the Supreme Court, and 
was argued. A motion was made by 
the Government to dismiss the writ of 
error, because it is from a motion to 
quash, which was wholly within the 
discretion of the Court below, the Gov- 
ernment insisting that as the matter was 
within the discretion of the Court, this 
Court has not the jurisdiction to review 
it. The case involves the constitution- 
ality of the Enforcement or Ku Klux 
act of May, 1870. On the question 
whether the Fifteenth Amendment au 
thorizes the legislation, or in other 
words, whether the act is 2ppropriate 
legislation to carry into effect the pro- 
visions of the amendment, the Govern- 
ment takes the affirmative of the ques. 
tion, and the defense the negative, 
insisting that the amendment authorizs 
ne legisiation on the subject of suffrage, 
but leaves that matter wholly with the 
States, except te os that they shall 
make no law~debarring any citizen
